SofiBllBtR as a rule make Siiicy letter 
writers. This Is because they usually 
tiave something to say that others are 
too timid to say or too much stares to 
tha conventional things of society to 
jay. 1 give you herewltli two letters 
written by different Socialists of my 
city on differing occ asions, as I regaril 
them as good live specimens of propa- 
■nuida work. The lirst was written In 
Kspcnse to an Invitation to attend a 
chvity hall, given by the Jollaroma- 
olacs of the town. Here It Is: 

■‘Mrs. James Clinton Spencer. Dear 
Madam:—Your kind Invitation and 
ticket for the charity bull at hand. I 
am very sorry, madam, that ray con¬ 
victions do not permit me to make use 
of the same. Your motives and the 
motives of the other ladles and geutle- 
mes alMiit you In arranging, this af- 
aiT are no doubt perfectly honorable. 
Bnt 1 am not a believer In charity. 

“Charity nowadays Is a false jewel. 
It spoils tlie giver and the taker, and 
both should equally blush for shame at 
the mere thought of It. For only the 
sick arc by nature destined to rely on 
mercy and charity. A healthy man 
can, by a few hours of dully labor, 
produce far more than he needs for 
the maintenance of himself and fam¬ 
ily. I speak It out plainly: a healthy 
mail, capable of and willing to work, 
ought, therefore. In the nature of 
^ngs, to prefer to use force rather 
than to beg; that Is, after being de¬ 
prived of all means to sustain himself 
In a peaceful and honest way. For 
there Is an abundance of most things 
necessary for life, and others could 
easily l>c provided. 

“Existing societ.v, and the present 
state of order (or disorder) are respon¬ 
sible that millions of people are often 
compelled to soffer hunger and want. 
The state must keep these millions 
from despair or the rich are threatened 
with a war of e.xtermlnation. ^Vnd, 
therefore, not private persons, but the 
.ftate and its organs must undertake 
the work of supporting the poor, and 
not us charity—It must be done as a 
dutv or a tribute. And the thing Is 
bitter enough then. 

“Therefore, my dear madam, you 
will pardon me for not being willing 
to I'ortlclpate this time, while on 
proper occasions I am always willing 
to do my full share, tiiiaucinll.v ami 
■otherwise, toward the ameiioratinn of 
the oppressed classes. 

“Yours very rt'speci fully. 

I-etter No. 2 was written to a woman 
interested in reform movements, whost; 
Intentions are goiMl. but who was puz- 
led us to wh.v all the enemies of 
plutocracy could not combine In the 
spring election, when the Deniocnits 
ha I put up a capitalistic fo.\ for mayor 
and were trying (and they succeeded) 
to catch the workingman's vote with 
a fake public ownership platform and a 
fusion with the leadei-s of Populism. 
The reference to an article in the Social 
Democratic Herald concerns a coii- 
tri'nution in the lirst Issue, showing 
how small politicians tralHc In the 
labor vote for personal advantage. It 
W.is headisl. "Obstacles in the Way." 

The action ot the iiopulists In betray¬ 
ing their workingmen followers Into 
the hands of a capitalistic ivart.v was 
so fagrnnt that the Social Democrats 
fotiud It necessary to put oui a poster 
•of warning. The poster made quite a 
*tlr. savtsl nmn.v laboring men from 
outing votes for capitalism in dis¬ 
guise. and also raised a howl from the 
leaders who wore In the ftHion busl- 
Hess. The woman to whom the letter 
tvas written was e.terclsed because the 
poster was against men whom she con- 
aldcretl reformers, and she asked a 
friend who was a Social Deiuoerat for 
.an cxplnuatloii. He explained by writ¬ 
ing the letter, whlcli is ns follows: 

"Dear-The marked ar¬ 

ticle in the Social Democmile Herald 
vvhieh I send you to-day will give you 
Wine Idea of the sort of thing the ‘pink 
poster' was Issued 111 protest against. 
The people's party built up a strong 
and formidable organization in Mil¬ 
waukee, with the help of the Soclal- 
l*ts, who supjMtsed It was to remain a 
partj- for the 'vorker and not for the 
small fleecer of labor, the would-be big 
fleecer. jVppaivutly In the liiteivsts of 
the small fle<»cer of labor (who Is ‘rad- 
leal' in his anlmoslt.v toward the big 
fleecer, who is crowding him to the 
wall), but really in the interests of a 
oertaln numlier of fellows who wished 
to trade for personal, political advan- 
■^c. the party was turneil over to the 
■uemooratle party—a capitalistic party 

the work of years was sold for a 
mess of pottage, and to-day the peo¬ 


ple’s party in tVisconsin is a pitiable 
beggar and an Insignillcaut bully, with 
a tlrstclass rating ou the list of 
fake political organizations. Instead 
of waging battle for the purilicatlun 
of iiolitics, the people’s party in Mil- 
waiikw' lias heijicd make the politi¬ 
cal waters brackish! 

“Ill spite of the miserable game the 
le.'tders were playing In selling out the 
workingmen for otfli-e, these fellows 
had the Impudence to wait ou Mr. 
l)‘ibs. when he arrived in the city to 
speak in the spring canipaign, and to 
as’v him -not to mqke speeches fur the 
Social Democrats—for his own party, 
mind you! 

“The Social Dcmocnilic pait.v is a 
self-respecting and progressive body; 
the party Is enllstctl in the light against 
the present crushing system of society, 
am! It means to compromise with 
nothing short of Justice. The system 
woefully despoils the iudiistrious class 
am; all society has to suffer in conse¬ 
quence. Our party does not shrink 
from any duty that is clear to It, aud 
when it finds the workers of Milwau¬ 
kee humbugged by the pi-ople’s party 
loadi rs. It puts up a pink poster to 
warn lliem of the true state of aflaii-.s. 
ami will do so agaiu, and again, aud 
again. If the iicccssily arises. We do 
not fiair cousequ'cnces: we are Hot 
li-mpoi-l'.:cr.s. Wc cauiiot be bullied or 
<-ajole<l. Let tlie fellows who are mak- 
iiig game of the lahor'mg iieojilc lake 
full wartiiiig. The cause of toll is too 
sacred to 1 m‘ harlereil in the political 
m.ii'kct plar-c. 

•'.last a word before I close about 
’refoniici-s.’ Tlioi-eau said: •Tberc 
arc a tbousniid Imckiiig at the branebes 
of evil to one who is striking at the 
root.’ Socialists are not ‘reformers,’ 
tor 'reformers’ are simply bnekiug at 
the branches of our bad condilioiis. 
SiH-lalists detest the word -reformer.' 
Instead of being slcjis toward a rcor- 
gaidzation of society on llne.-» of cxa<-i 
Ju.-?tice, most: i-cforms arc aimed at 
rescuing the present system from its 
in-*', itnble doom at the Imiids of .social 
cvcdutioii, Iniwevcr the real |>uiiiosc 
iiia.v be disgtiisisl. The 'reformers' 
want to case up the iircseut robber sys¬ 
tem so that it will enable the small 
business mail to compete a little Iniiger 
with the big biisiiie.ss man. Tliere Is 
no tine morality In li. Tlieir claim to 
be working in the interests of the 
tidier Is sheer h.vpoeris.v. When the 
Iwiiii'd of liealtb eoudemus a riaiker.v 
in iln- slums the owmn- cries, ‘Oh, let 
me off a little lunger. 1 will cover up 
its rottemiess with a little reform 
whin wash.’ ■ Shall we agree to such 
reform as ihni in the social and indus¬ 
trial lield’f Surely not. Sot-ialisls are 
revuliitioiilsls. not reformers.

Painters, t-arjtenters, tailors, and bar¬ 
bers liave suec-esslvely struck for high¬ 
er wages, ainl, however unjustifiable 
tlie (fi-sort to violence on the part of 
some to liriiig Hieir masters to terms, 
we eaiiiiot lint sympathize vvilli the 
toilers wliose wages are kept at such 
a mark tluit any inci-ease in Hie price 
of food means less food and food of 
a poorer (juiillty to eat. AH .around us 
we liear of rice riots, with assaults 
njioii local oliieiuls and destruction of 
jirojierty. 

I lunger has over Ix-en a fruitful 
soun-e of revolution. There is a limit 
to liiiman (-luluraiice, and even su<i» 
consi-rvative writings ns tlie Chifiese’ 
eliissl(-s justify tlie overthrow of a 
go.i-riiiin-iit ilmt leaves the people to 
die in tin- ditelies and deny that it is 
ri-gieide to slay an ojijiresslve ruler. 
Tlie jieojde of China are patient In the 
extreme. 'Tbi'y are not turbulent, hut 
illw-al)lding, and with a reasonably 
.Ins*, government Hie.v cannot be (Irlv- 
en to disloyalty. It Is ominous there¬ 
fore tliat at this time the inurmurings 
sliould lie so loud. Tlie jieople turn 
tlieir wratli largely ujion the ofilcials, 
and this is not altogetlier unjust. The 
olticial sets himself xip ns the father 
and mother of the people. It is bit 
duty to jrovlde as far as possible 
against Hie calamities that bring suf¬ 
fering. More attention to public works 
would prevent many of the (llsaslere 
tliat have wrought so much ruin. X 
strict enforcement of the law would 
prevent jmppy cnlturo altogether. 

It Is unfortunate that the action of 
onr government has l)ee» made the ex¬ 
cuse for the further oppression of the 
peopU-. The taking over of the likln 
c-ollectlon by the customs releases an 
army of leeches In whom the jjarasitlc 
h.abit has l>e(8)me fixed, and new meth¬ 
ods of sijtieezing must therefore lie In¬ 
vented for their support. The collec¬ 
tion of the llkin by the custom service 
means an honest administration of 
that department and a great Increase 
In receipts, and there seems no jus.tj- 
flcatlon. therefore, for additional tax¬ 
ation, but additional taxation there Is, 
and with the high price of food this 
added burden Is intolerable.-Shanghai 
Celestial Empire. 
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In this great "datldy land" of ours 
It la said that tbe people rule. Well, 
wbo are “tlie peopleV” It Is Important 
to decide this, for the hapi)lness of

That means that 11 per 
cent, of the peoide controls the govern¬ 
ment and that the government is run 
In tbe interests of that small number. 
IlM Populists want the small business 
man to ‘run things, their idea being 
diat the small business man represents 
dHBOcracy. The small business man 
makes up about 20 per cent, of the peo¬ 
ple. Kow. then, which do you favor? 
Pojim favor government by the rich 
daa^'irho number but 11 per cent, of 
the|<ople: do yon favor the I’opulist 
pita of having 20 per cent. rule, or do 
n^vor the demand of Social Democ- 
nes, which sjiys tlmt VO per cent, shall 
iate the right to dt'clde how the gov- 
inunenl shall Ih^ administered anil in 
whose Intecests?

Why Is it. 1 ask .voii. that Just as ' 

soon as the populist party began to se¬ 
cure Bucct^ss It began to die?

I was rending the other 
day that in AlabnuniT where in August 
theDemoernts eleetwl their state ticket 
with a tremendous majority, the 
populists were so badly beaten that 
It Is doubtful If they will ever again 
make an organized effort to get con¬ 
trol of the state. The party lost over 
half its votes. In Kansas, the home of 
populism. Judge Rlghtmore, who was 
acandldate for the supreme Justiceship 
«B the populist ticket in 1800, Is on i^yc- 
wfas saying that of all the nominees 
at the ticket that year not one sup- 
the party ticket this year. In 
'WiKonsin. the home of the secretary 
rfthe national organization for years, 
the party is on Its last legs, so de- 
pMed In numbers that It has not dared 
to go Into an election without fusion. 
10 Its members cannot be iDunted. 
This year It was unable to Impress the 
Democrats with the Importanee of its 
following, and thus fusion fell through. 
It put up a state ticket, and Is still 
frantically trying to make a trade with 
the Democrats so as to escape show lag 
Its weakiic.ss at the ballot Ih>x. It Is 
mnch the same In other slate.s. I'olit- 
ically, to use the language of llie 
Street, the people’s party is ii dead 
dock. Now why is this thusly?

One reason, of course, was the fatal 
error of fusion. I do not overlook Us 
Importance as an explanation, but It 
takes more than that to explain why 
a party should lH*<!ome weakest when 
It had reached the stage of strength. 
There must have liecn something 
wrong In the structure of the party. 
Its prlaciples must have been er- 
toneoug ones, for truth does not de- 
say when given opportunity to assert 
ItseU.

■ Xet me give .vou my opinion. To my 
■ihid the people’s pnr..y was a party 
Sf false pretenses. Its real strength 
^ the rank and flle came from the la- 
Psrlng class, the leaders came from the 
•mall business men's class—-a class of 
■wage exploiters, who. wiiile they may 
have had good Intentions toward lalior, 
coold only see public policy through 
their own middle-class eyes and from 
the small employers’ standpoint. 
8 * Vmg as the working people could be 
4eeelve<l Into thinking that the party 
■tood for their interests they gave the 
Pwrty their votes. At first they could 
hot dlatingnlsh the real class Interest 
^t larked In the leaders’ criticism of 
•noiu^ly and money power, hut grnd- 
®*Uy they did distinguish. They found 
the fight on the money power and on 
co*porate greed was not uttered In the 
•hterests of the dlsfiossessed wage- 
■•oAers, but lu the Interests of the' 
®hall employing class, which was not 
hPPoaed to the wage system, but only 
JaaloQs of the big fleecers because they 
Were monopolizing the fleecing market 
and driving the small business man— 
the small fleecer—out of “business.”

They are able to see clearly 
that their own Interests do not lie In 
keeping the profit system in existence. 
And so from this class some of our 
hardest workers have come.

As the people’s party withdraws 
from the field and leaves the Issue 
clear between the two eapttalisttc par¬ 
ties on the one baud and the party of 
the people on the other, the true in¬ 
terests of Socialism wUl lie conserved 
If we can prevent the •organization of 
another muildle-headed party to take 
the place of the populists’ organiza¬ 
tion. If a stampeding party of this 
sort does not come upon tbe scene, tbe 
militant Socialistic advahcc will he 
rapid Indeed during the next few years.

Nebraska City, Neb., Sept. 15. 

No doubt the readers of our paper, or 
some of them at least, would like to: 
learn somethiug of the Wagon Mission, 
Its whereabouts at the present time; 
the work done and <he plans and pros- 
itects for the winter campaign. The 
weatlier department has not Iteen in 
otir favor at all until the last two days. 
The month of August was so InstilTer- 
ahly hot that we deemed it unsafe to 
attempt to travel, and it was not until 
the Oth of the present month that we 
really got our war paint on, althougli 
we held two enthusiastic meetings, 
both in Omaha and South Oiuuh.i, 
speaking twice In each place. Our 
first slop was at Plattsmouth, a rail¬ 
road town, where there are repair 
shops. Here It was pretty hard work 
to find any one willing to even lieconie 
acquainted with us. Hut after a lively 
skirmishing around^ Mrs. Jones, who 
Is a nost in herself us a rustler, found 
one lone man who acknowledged him¬ 
self a Socialist. At once the clouds 
lightened, our horse was put In a 
livery stable and we were domiciled 
at tile Perkins house, aud arrtiuge- 
uicnts made tor a street mwUug the 
next night. At noon on Thursday, 
Mrs. Jones, the Indefutigable, went to 
the railroad shops to notify the white 
slaves that a iui*etlug would be held 
that evening, and to sell some copies 
of “.\lerrie England” If she could. She 
li.-iil got pretty near round on her beat, 
when the slave driver—one of them— 
of the itjmpany caught sight of her and 
ordered her olT the premises. She had 
done her work well, however, aud sold 
a tew copies of her Isiok. In the morn¬ 
ing site had interviewed tlie .Mayor 
for i>ii-mlssl(nt to hold a street meet¬ 
ing. and wlien told tliat we were go¬ 
ing to preaeli Socialism lie said, "S«- 
i-ialism; Soeiallsm!! Wliat’s Social¬ 
ism-Vii elderly man in the ottiee 
said. ■'5Vliy, lliat’s tlie <-oinlng |Hditlc:il 
party. lA*t tliein have the liest corner 
in town to speak from, and go and liiar 
tliem yourself.” 

Well, we liad a very eiitlitisiastlo 
ims-tlng, lasting at least two hours 
and a half, and at tin* close tliere was 
a strong desire manifested for a meet¬ 
ing tile next night. We sold quite a 
lot of “Mcrrle Englands” and some 
Ollier pamplilets, and distributed many 
copies of The Her.ild and .Vppeal 
to Ueason. On Krlday the rain 
poured down so no meeting cotilci lie 
held tliat iilglit, but on .Saturday about 
-1 o’eioek the suit slioiie out, and we 
held a rousing me<*ting. The Social¬ 
ists there are Jubilant over the work 
done for the cause, and will probably 
organize a branch lu tbe near future 

We were treati*<l royally, and except¬ 
ing the rain, have only pleasant recol¬ 
lections of tlie I’liittsmoiitli comrades. 

Sunday uoou we started for Union, 
lint again It poured and we bad to ap¬ 
ply for shelter at the home of Mr. 
Todd, where we were most hospitably 
entertained by lilmself and good wife 
until 'X'liesday, when the sun again 
shed his beams tipou us and we started 
.igalii for Union. After reaching that 
town we learned that there w.is to Ik* 
some sort of a show that nighi so we 
coiieltideil it wiser to push on lor this 
city, and arrived hen* on Wednes¬ 
day morning, after traveling over 
some of the worst roads that 
a horse ever pulled two old 
women over. Last night we held the 
first open air mecilug ever held in 
this pliiee by women, and had as lis¬ 
teners lawyers, doetors, merchants and 
some of the eotiiity. coinmissiouers. a 
thoughtful attentive audleuee. who 
were deeply impresseil. To-nlglit we 
speak again and hope to do great good. 
Women dlsi-ussing Economic and .So¬ 
ciological questions intelligently is a 
new wrinkle in these parts aud results 
must follow.

i l&H'S FOOD FOR A TEAR 

U A HALF BUSHEL BASKET. 


The ai^UDuncvment that iu thirty- 
three years, exactly one generation 
hence, the huiuau ratK! on this globe 
will be brought face to face with 
starvation weuld not be credited If 
made by any less autliurity than Sir 
Wiiliaui Crookes of Ijonduu, a scientist 
of world-wide reputation. 

But that in substance is the astonish¬ 
ing text which 1‘rofesoor Crookps 
chose for his opening addrpss as pres¬ 
ident of the British AsstK-iatiuu for 
the .Vdvaueement of SScienee a tyeek 
ago. 

By tile most careful ealcnlaUon he 
estimates that iu 1U:U the population 
of tile world will liave so iuereaseil 
that tile wheat supply will Ik‘ insuth- 
cient to furnish liiiinau bt'iugs willi 
bi ead. 

There is, of course, tlie possibility 
Unit nnfore.seen plagues and wars may 
so devastate tlie earth witliin ilie next 
few .years as to put off tlie tlirealelied 
famine for some years. But even tlien 
it is likely to occur witliin tlie lifetime 
of miilioiis of people now living. 

fa'iidliig men of .science in -Vnierica 
have been deeply impressed liy Tro- 
fesKor t’rooke.s' announcemeiit. Hr 
Uudolpli Wlttliaus of New York, 
professor of eliemlstry in Cornell Med 
ieal College, says: ! 

"1 should ai-eepl I'rofes.sor Crookes' 
prediction of the exhaustion of tlie 
world's wheat supply as reliable, lit¬ 
is not llkel.v to make li precl|iitate 
statement, lie has iindoiili'.edly ar 
rived at his eoneiusion after a most 
careful ealeiilatloti." 

Hr. Witthaiis tlieii points out tliat ' 
this may hasten the niaking of artitl- : 
elal fiKHls bj- eheinieal means, along I 
the Hue of Hr. i.illenfeld's recent dls- I 
coveries in tlie milking of alhiinien. | 

Nikohi Tesla, the tllstinguislied elec¬ 
trician. tells of another Wii.v in wliieh 
the focMl supply of ita- world niiiy be 
artilieiiilly inereasisl. 

It is by eoiiverting the nitrogen of 
the air iiilti fertilizer by eleetrical 
mentis, and apiilying this siibstanee to 
(-nrlcli tlie wornout wheat tields of the 
work I. 

This, in filet, is the plan whii-h Tro- 
fessor Cniokes proiKises as bi-ing the 
best means of fertilizing the exliausted 
fields of the worlil. ami make them ea- 
pable of continuing to produce like vir¬ 
gin soil for tlionsands of years to 
come. 

Niagara l-’iills, he suggests, pre.setits 
the la-st opportunity for solving this 
great hiininti iiroblem. for here is wliere 
the wonderful electrleal process of 
making fertilizer out of tlie air can 
be done tlie eheaiM-st. owing to tlie al¬ 
most iinllniited |Miwer which Nature 
has liere siiiiplied. 

Nitrate of soda can In* prodnceil by 
this means for fS.') a ton. .V ton of 
tills substance is sninclent to fertilize 
from five to ten acn-s, according to 
the character of the soli. Thiswoiihl 
make the fh-lds .vield, ntidi-r "proiier 
cultivation and Irrigation, thirt.v bush¬ 
els per acre, whicli is now the average 
yield of file best virgin wheat tields of 
the fled Itlver Valle.v in North Hakota 
iitid Mitiiiesota. 

Nikola Tesla states that the extract¬ 
ing of fertilizer from tlie Inexhaiistlhle 
source of tlie atniospln-re is perfectly 
feasible. ,\11 tliat is necessary Is the 
construction of a proiier clei-trleal 
plant to put into operation a process 
thnt_ lias already been siiecessfull.v 
done- on a small si-ale in the labora¬ 
tory. 

It would be simply the copying of 
Nature’s own process of fertilizing the 
fields. Everyone has heard that rain 
gathers up some nitrogenous sub¬ 
stances of the air and carries them 
down to the earth and enriches the 
ground. Every eleetrical discharge in 
the atmosphere eoiitrlhules to this 
process and forms nitric acid. Tills 
combines with atmospheric amtnonia 
and becomes nitrate of ammonia, 
which Is carried down by the rain. 

By the process which Mr. Tesla sug¬ 
gests. Nature’s process Is siniidy car¬ 
ried out on a larger scale. 

The actual manner of making ni¬ 
trates would be the erection of a large 
electric plant, with a tall chimney. 
This xvould not be for <-arrylng off 
smoke, on account of water power sup¬ 
plying the mecimuical force. But in 
this great chimney Nature’s thunder¬ 
storms would be reproduced. 

At the foot of it would be a pow¬ 
erful electric coll and over it a high 
alternating oscillator. From this 
would extend upward In the middle of 
the chimney a large copper wire like 
a lightning rod. When the high alter¬ 
nating current Is ttirnetl on a most 
wonderful phenomena would take 
place. The Interior of the chimney 
would lie like a mass of electric fire 
or glowing phosphorus. 

Out of this intense chemical action 
the nitrogen of the atmosphere would 
be condensed and form at the bottom 
of the chimney In the. form of nltric 
acld, to be drawn off I'ke molten metal 
from a retort. This liquid could easily 
be reduced into salts, the form most 
useful In applying for fertilizer. 

If all the surplus water power of the 
world were employed in this way it is 
estimated thatsufflclentfertlllzer could 
be made to forever keep the wheat 
fields of the world productive, and en¬ 
able even the oldest and most densely 
populated countries to raise their own 
fo^ supplies. 

Wheat takes up the largest propor¬ 
tion of nitratesi from the soil, and con¬ 


sequently makes the most nourishing 
nitrogenous grain food. 

The ultnigeu iu the atmosphere Is 
the most mysterious element of nature. 
It Is not absorbed by plants and con- 
vertetl luto food products or vegetable 
structure. It plays no active part lu 
the iiroiesses of conibustion and of 
auiimil respiration. In t)oth eases it 
appears to merely dilute the powerful 
oxygen. 

In respiration, however. It seems to 
be essential, for no animal could live 
healthily for any length of lime in pure 
oxygen. It Is thought also that atmos¬ 
pheric nitrogen In an Indirect way con¬ 
tributes toward the building up of ni¬ 
trogenous organic mutter. 

It is a singular coincldt-nce that al¬ 
most at the same time that Professor 
(’rookes arrlveil at the alarming cal¬ 
culation that the human race has al¬ 
most reached tlie limit of ..population 
of the worlil. owing to failure of fooil 
siippl.v, another great scientist should 
discover how to make foisl directly 
from mineral substances. 

IVofe.ssor Llllenfeld of Vienna an- 
uoimced lo the professional world a 
few weeks ago that lie could make 
alhumeii lu a laboratory. 

It has always been believed hitherto 
that albumen could Is- produced only 
in Nature’s lalsiralOry by the vegeta¬ 
ble world. It then becomes the essen¬ 
tial nonrisliing eleiiieiit of all human 
and animal fmids. The purest form in 
whieh it appears is iti the n’.iite of an 
egg. 

Bit! Professor I.llielifeld went 
throiigh the operation of producing al- 
btimen ... tar before an as¬ 

sembly of pliyslelatis atid scientists, 
and no one of the company liad tlie 
least doubt that tlie result was all tliat 
was I'laiiiied for it. 

The raw prodtiei was a dark lirown 
powder witli a taste aliiiost idetitical to 
egg iilbtltiieti. 

’I'lie iniportaiiee of this discovery is 
almost beyond estimate, .trtitieial al¬ 
bumen at a low cost will most surely 
rcvolntiotiize the ttictliod of fo<>d pro- 
ditctioii for tlie entire world and reti- 
der possible iiiatiy tilings that are now 
iiu)io.ssible. 

.tn oimee of pure albiiiiieii lias aboiii 
twenty times the uonrishing power of 
tile same weiglit of meat. It will lu-ar- 
ly eijtial a peek of potatoes, and has 
bi'sides the i)tiality of not Interfering 
with till' digestive appanitus. even 
llioiigli eaten exeltlsively for tiionths at 
Jl little. It is till- ai-tlve principle of 
till atiiiiial food and the developing 
energy of all etiibr.vonie life. 

.\l present albtinieii Is expctisive. ex¬ 
cept for a sliort periisl of eaeli year. 
Iti nit*al it costs over eetits a pound. 
In hen eggs the cost varies from l.'i 
cents a Iioiitid to IKI cetits a pound. 
.\iid if the meat atid eggs are not fresh 
th(> nonrisliing i|iialiiy of the albiiineti 
is greatly lessened. 

With ar'Iiieial albiiiiieti man will no 
longer b- depeiident upon living atil- 
iiials fo • meat food, but will iirodnce 
them lu the laboratory. 

It could be made so eeotioniieally as 
lo funilsli sullieieiii for a iiian s liaily 
food for s cents. This melius that a 
year's food siipplv would cost but 

This supply a iiiaii could loiy at one 
tliiie and i-arr.v away iu an ordinary 
market basket. 

There would be no danger of it 
spoiling or causing e.\<-essive ibirsi. as 
all sailed meals do. Tills prepared al 
btmien is the ideal lood. suited for all 
times and all eom'itioiis. and not at all 
likely lo cause sileli diseases as 
scurvy. 

Naturally one ask.s how alihimeii can 
be made from i-oal tar and why it is 
.so uoiirishiug and aeeepiable to the 
stomach. 

Both <|Uestious are questions of 
atomic cliemistry. 

'rile coiiipoiienls of allmmen and coal 
tar are almost the .same. e\<-ept that 
till .V exist iu dllTerent proportions iu 
the tv,o substances. 

.’Mbnnien Is composed of earlHiii. hy¬ 
drogen. nitrogen, oxygen and siilphiir. 
Those a<re all of the prineipal elements 
of nature, fsail tar contains the same 
elements, but more earlKin and oxygen. 
The ntoiiis are all then In coal tar, and 
If till* chemist can Isolate them and 
then combine llieiii in the proper pro¬ 
portions there is no cht'iiiical reason 
wh.v albimieu should not be the re¬ 
sult. 

The method Professor Tdllenfehl fol¬ 
lowed to protluce this artllh-ial albu¬ 
men has not biten maiTe public, but it 
is understood that the chemical com¬ 
bination Is nhetiol. nm.vdo-aceile acid 
and phosphfPehlorIc oxide. He ilemon- 
strated Us identity ■with natural albit- 
me.n hy several of the well-known re¬ 
action tests. 

Albumen agrees with the stomach 
Itecatise It contains so many of the ele¬ 
ments that the si-cretions are notlex- 
hansted in converting it Into, tissue 

C(‘IlS. 

It is this tpiality lhal makes It pos¬ 
sible to eat albumen day after day for 
months without causing distress to the 
stomaeli. 

The proportion of the human liodv 
xvhich albumen, nitrogen and other 
substances form are shown In an ac¬ 
companying picture. ■> 

By a lalKiratory i>rocess a quantity of 
albumen compressed Into a cnlie slight¬ 
ly less than an inch through xvenld 
contain four times ns much nourish¬ 
ment ns a Jtiicy lamb chop. The same 
size cube of albumen ■would Ite equal 
to an egg iu sustaining quality. It 
w.mld contain six times as much as a 
loaf of Itaker’s white bread. 

Should artificial albumen prove all 
that is claimed for It there is no rea¬ 


son to believe that man would find it 
necessary or desirable tti live on it 
exclusively. In fact, his appetite would 
most likely (dtject. This is one of the 
lustnuces where science cannot over¬ 
come Nature. But tirtlflclal albumen 
!is an aecompiiuimeiit of starchy and 
sugary footls, together with a little 
acid, would 1 h‘ a iHion to mankind. 
And if iu*cessily called for it, albu¬ 
men exclusively wouhl sustain life a 
long time—at least a .vear longer than 
aii.v other exclusive food wouhl. 

Scientists all over the world are tak¬ 
ing a deep interest in Professor Idlien- 
feld’s discovery. .Ml feel that It Is 
possible lo make albumen from coal 
tar. .-Viid xvheu the wonders of "syn¬ 
thetical” chemistry are citusidered 
there Is no need of surprise. 

On the subject or chemical synthesis 
the 1 ‘ntire chemical world Is aroused, 
and scores of lalM)natt>ries in Oennan.v 
and elsewhert- are .actively experiment¬ 
ing. for* discoveries along tlit'se lines 
havi« enormous commercial possibili¬ 
ties ill them. Snlistaliccs that hitluTto 
have been produced only by processes 
of nature tire now “built up" in the 
laboratories with great exactness, 
meeting every lest. Whitt is more, 
they ciin be minle in tbis way at far 
less cost tliMii they can be litkeii from 
some plant, freipienlly it rare one. The 
essential eleiiiciit. the extract, instead 
of being distilled or .vieliled to soul " 
coinplicattsi method of treatment, 's 
niiide up In the reverse way—working 
backward, as it wen*.—N. V. .loiiriiiil.

PLATFORM OF THE S. D. P. 

Tlio Social Hcmocrallc Party of 
America declares tliat life, liberty and 
bappiness for every man, woman and 
cldid are condiiiotied upon equal po- 
litieal aud economic rigbts. 

Tliat private ownership of the means 
of production and distribution of 
wealth has caused society to split into 
two distinct classes with contlleling 
Interests, the small possessing class of 
capitalists or exploiters of the labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large disiiossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers. who are deprived of the soclally- 
due share of their product. 

That capitnlisni, the jirlvate own¬ 
ership of the means of production, la 
resiiousibile for the Insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the jKivert.v, misery aud deg¬ 
radation of the ever-growing majority 
of otir people. 

That .the same economic forces 
which have produced and now Inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will compel 
the adoption of Socialism, the collec¬ 
tive ownership of the means of produc¬ 
tion, for the common good and welfare, 
or result in the destruction of civiliza¬ 
tion.

4. A uniform postal rate for tks. 
transportation of agricnltnral prodosli’. 
on all railroads. 

0. Public credit to be at the dlspoitf' 
of counties and towns for the ImpioHH 
ment of roads and soil end for Irrifi*";
